these obstacles, unlike and more dis- 
couraging than any other institution 
has to meet, and yet succeed in put- 
ting out as good teams as we do, is 
nothing short of remarkable when 
the situation is thoroughly under- 
stood. 

Yet in spite -of these difficulties, 
a strong team could be had, if those 
students who have been out in suits 
will come out to practice regularly, 
and those in the University who can 
play will be willing to dp what they 
can for the team, even if it involves 
some sacrifice. When a student 
comes out and has the manager to 
go to the expense of having a suit 
made for him, he should consider 
himself bound to do his best by 
being present at every practice and 
letting the coach and captain do 
with him as they think best. He 
should not take offense if he is al- 
lowed to sit on the bench in a 
game and some other man goes on 
the team. This is a matter for the 
coach to decide upon. The right 
sort of a player understands this, 
and takes it as a matter of course. 
Then, too, it is demoralufing to the 
team for a player to come to prac- 
tice one day and to be absent three. 
With such irregularity it is impos- 
sible to make a winning team. A 
player who has a suit made to his 
order should be on the field every 
day. Every student in the. Univer- 
sity should feel that he owe& it to 
the University to urge any one 
whom he knows can play ball to 
come out and help the team in its 
difficulties.
